National Convention of Medical 
Colleges. 


The following important resolutions 
were adopted by the National Convention 
of Medical Colleges of the United States, at 
its late meeting in Washingten: 


As this Convention has failed to secure 
the asesnt of a majority of the regular 
medical colleges of the United States to 
the system of improvement in medical edu- 
cation recommended at its last session, and 
as it is the opinion of this Convention that 
the best means by which a judicious sys- 
tem of gradual improvement in medical 
education can be inaugurated by the med- 
ical colleges of this country will be found 
in the associated action of such colleges as 
will unite for that purpose; 

Resolved, 1. That a committee of nine be 
appointed, whose duty it shall be to com- 
municate with the faculties of all the reg- 
ular medical colleges in the United States, 
with the view to ascertain how many and 
which may be willing to become members 
of an association of medical colleges, hav- 
ing for its prime object the improvement 
of medical education. 

2. That the chairman of said committee 
be instructed, as soon as he shall have re- 
ceived aftirmative replies from the regular 
colleges, to inform each faculty, 80 consent- 
ing. of the fact,and to request that each 
faculty elect one or more delegates, to con- 
vene on the Friday before the day appoint- 
ed for the meeting of the American Medi- 
cal Association in 1871, and at the place of 
meeting chosen by that body—said dele- 
gates to be fully authorized to pledge their 
respective faculties to whatever definite 
plans of improvement in medical educa- 
tion may be adopted by the body in con- 
vention. 

3. That it is hereby recommended that 
said delegates organize themselves, in be- 
half of their respective institutions, into 
a permanent association of medical col- 
leges for the above mentioned object, and 
with the view of co-operating with the 
American Medical Association and the 
profession at large to accomplish so desir- 
able an end,
